| Mercy Hospital may 
leave Medi-Cal plan

HILLCREST — Mercy Hospital and 
Medical Center last week filed a notice of 


withdrawal from the Medi-Cal health . 


care program, the Southern Cross has 


learned. 


Richard L. Keyser, president and chief 
executive officer of the facility, confirmed 
that a 120-day notice was submitted on 
Monday, April 27. 

Local physicians 
employees were notified of 
development on April 29. 

Keyser said the decision to withdraw 
from Medi-Cal was reached when the 
hospital found itself unable to reach a new 
contract agreement with the State of 
California. 

Under terms of the existing agreement, 
signed four years ago, the hospital 
provides services to low-income patients 
sponsored by Medi-Cal and is reimbursed 
by the state, Keyser explained. 

He said negotiations aimed at revising 
the contract have been taking place for 
two years,

Although there has been no increase in 
Medi-Cal payments to the institution 
since 1983, Mercy’s costs have risen and 
many new programs have been ‘added, 
Keyser said. Ultimately, hospital officials 
decided they could not provide suitable 
care for the rates specified in the existing 
agreement. 

Keyser estimated that 20 percent of the 
hospital’s patients are participants in 
Medi-Cal. 

Medi-Cal recipients are guaranteed 
service. If Mercy does not reach a new 
contract agreement by late August, 
Keyser said, the Medi-Cal patients it now 
serves will have to go elsewhere. 


He noted that only the hospital’s in- 
patient clients would be affected. Medi- 
Cal recipients could continue to receive 
services as outpatients at Mercy Clinic 
and in the emergency department. 
Medicare recipients would not be 


. affected, he added. 


Medi-Cal recipients most likely to be 
affected are those receiving obstetric, 
pediatric and mental health services at 
Mercy, Keyser said. 

“It’s hard to cost-transfer money from 
other services’? to make up for the 
shortfalls in Medi-Cal, he said, although 
increased fees charged private patients

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have helped the hospital recoup these 
losses. 

“This was a difficult decision for the 
Sisters of Mercy because they are 
philosophically committed to serving the 
poor,”’ Keyser said. ‘‘They will maintain 
their commitment to the poor. They are 
not abandoning this group.”’ 

““Medi-Cal patients are poor, but not 
medically poor,’’ said Sister Mary 
LaSallette, Mercy’s director of Mission 
Services. 

She noted that poor and homeless 
persons not covered by Medi-Cal or other 
health plans will continue to be served at 
the Hillcrest facility. 

‘My sorrow is to have to refuse anyone: 
because it limits the choice of a patient,”’ 
Sister LaSallette said. 

““We aim to offer quality care, but we 
need equitable reimbursement to provide 
good care,’’ she said. 

In Fcc year 1986, Mercy expended’ 
about $2.6 million in uncompensated 
services, said Jerry Smithson, chief 
financial officer. 


Southern Cross to sponsor scholarship program 


ALCALA PARK — The Southern Cross this week 
announced plans to establish a scholarship program for 
students attending local high schools. 


The recipient of the newspaper’s first grant will be 


announced later this month. a 


Editor Bill Finley said the scholarship will go to an 
eighth-grader hoping to attend one of the five Catholic 
high schools in the Diocese of San Diego. 

The winner will receive $1,000 a year until he or she 
graduates. 


Finley said the newspaper plans to add an nig grade 
graduate to the program each spring. 

“Again, this is an attempt on our part to involve 
ourselves in the Catholic community,”’ Finley said. ‘‘We 


want the Southern Cross to become an active participant in 
the life of the diocese. We will help wherever and 
whenever we can, and the idea of establishing a 
scholarship program intrigued all of us. If a Southern Cross 
scholarship can help one deserving student continue his or 
her Catholic education, we’ll know we’ve done a 
worthwhile thing.”’ 


Ideally, Finley said, Southern Cross scholarships will go 
to promising students who may be forced to leave the 
Catholic school system unless they are able to obtain 
financial assistance. 


“‘Unfortunately,’’ the editor explained, ‘‘a number of 
excellent eighth-graders leave the system each year 
because their families just can’t afford the costs of our 


high schools. We are hoping our grants will enable at least 
one kid a year to stay with the program.’’ 

The five high schools within the Diocese of San Diego 
are USDHS, Marian, St. Augustine, Our Lady of Peace 
and, in Calexico, Vincent Memorial. 


Principals and admissions directors at the five schools 
will screen potential recipients, Finley said. 

As funding becomes available, the Southern Cross will 
expand the program. 


“‘We realize that hundreds of students a year have a 
very legitimate need for this kind of assistance,’’ Finley — 
said. ‘‘We are just scratching the surface, we know, but 
it’s a start. Hopefully, this program will grow and mature 
for years to come.’

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Homemaker blends 
tested ingredients 
for family living

RANCHO PENASQUITOS — Carol 
Alley plans to celebrate Mother’s Day 
with a family outing. It’s a time ‘“‘to 
appreciate having three healthy, content 
children,”’ she said. : 


To them, she is mother and father; her 
husband died of leukemia four years ago. 


A visit to her home in Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel parish last week revealed how she 
fulfills her demanding role. 


She divided her attention between 
entertaining her 3-year-old son Anthony, 
planning a Girl Scout camping trip and 
watching a neighbor boy with the chicken 
pox, who was laying on the family room 
sofa. This. flurry of activity punctuated 
Alley’s interview with the Southern Cross 
and illustrated her responses. gs 


The homemaker described the 
difficulties of heading a one-parent home. 
As the children’s ‘‘sole disciplinarian, I 
can’t say, ‘Wait until your father gets 
home.’ ’’ Alley misses having a partner to 
discuss her approaches to parenting. 


Trying to spend enough time with each 
child is another burden. ‘“They don’t 
have another parent to go to. Anthony 
doesn’t realize he has to take his turn for 
my attention,’’ she said. 


He quickly confirmed this by jumping 
into her lap with an update on Gumby, 
the cartoon character he was watching on 
television. 


Her 10-year-old son Blair sometimes 
gives up as he waits for attention and 
dismisses his problem with a final “‘Forget 
it,’’ Alley said regretfully. Her daughter 
Allison, 12, completes the family picture. 


However, Alley overcomes these 
handicaps by blending well-known 
ingredients in her recipe for family living. 


Large amounts of flexibility are 
required, she emphasized, following 
Anthony into the family room to admire 
the bridge he built with plastic blocks. 
“Don’t worry if the dishes set in the sink 
for three days.’’ 


Listing priorities is another component 
in parenting, she said. ‘‘Giving children 
the love and attention they need is more 
important than taking out your 
frustrations on them. Feeling God’s love 

-for you enables you to love your children 
warmly.’’ This is how they experience 
God’s love, she explained. 

Anthony seemed to feel her love as she

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responded to every attention-seeking 
request — to give him apple juice and a 
Ritz cracker, to wash his face, to look at 
his collapsed bridge. 

A mother’s patience and sense of 
humor are other ingredients for 
producing a close-knit family, she said, 
darting from the telephone to the family 
room during a typical hectic morning. 


Alley can savor the fruit of her efforts. 
She said her greatest joy is watching her 
children grow and develop, and feeling 
the presence of her husband in them. 


Summertime sees the family climb into 
their motorhome for trips to such sites as 
the Grand Tetons, Yellowstone and 
Glacier national parks. Last summer they 
attended a family reunion in Iowa. This 
summer will find them at Yosemite 
National Park and the San Francisco Bay 
area where Alley’s mother-in-law lives. 

At home, board games offer family 
entertainment. Sometimes Anthony 
provides a one-child show. 


Alley nurtures other children besides 
her own. As co-leader of Allison’s Girl 
Scout troop, she recently took 14 scouts 
on a weekend camping trip to Pauma 
Valley. 

She taught kindergarten CCD classes 
and coordinated the preschool program 
before Anthony was born. She hopes to 
resume this ministry when he is older. 

Alley’s faith permeates her values and 
views. ‘‘All of my friends are faith-filled 
people,’’ she said, referring to many 
members of her parish. 

She has experienced many death- 
resurrection cycles in her life. The most 
dramatic one began with her spouse’s 
death and was completed by Anthony’s 
birth four months later. 

She reflected on the blessings her 
husband’s illness brought to the family. 

““Twenty years of parenting were 
condensed into those five years,’’ she 
said, describing her husband’s strength as 
the source of her own. Family 


relationships deepened. ‘“The times of 


daughter Allison, center, and son Blair. 


pain and anguish were overshadowed by 
moments of joy.”’ 

After being diagnosed with cancer at 
Balboa Hospital, he ‘‘had an encounter 
with Jesus,’’ she continued. He then took 
instructions in the Catholic faith and was 
baptized at Good Shepherd Church. 

This strengthened the couple’s union 
and enabled them to communicate on a 
spiritual level. 

The children were informed of every 
change in their father’s condition. ‘That 
helped them cope with the loss when it 
occurred,’’ Alley said, adding that a 
counselor approved their plans to 
maximize every minute of their father’s 
remaining time. 

The day before his death, Blair, then 6, 
asked to be awakened when his father 
died. He saw the body being removed 
from their home. 

The children also helped choose the 
casket and were involved in the funeral 


arrangements. ‘‘This experience 
removed some of the mystery of death,”’ 
Alley said. 


Other father figures have since helped 
to replace the loss — Carol’s father, the 
husband of their kindergarten teacher and 
their father’s friend in northern 
California who visits several times a year. 
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Has San Diego 
been chosen as 
testing ground? 


How very, very sad to read of the assisted suicide of 
Richard Grondin, which was allowed to take place in 
Mercy Hospital March 4. 

To those of us who were trained as registered nurses in 


Catholic hospitals, with Catholic medical and’ moral 


principles as our guidelines, it comes as even more of a 
shock. 

Just as abortion was supposed to solve problems such as 
child abuse and poverty, voluntary euthanasia is now 
being pushed as the way to resolve numerous individual 
and social problems. 

Many of the same. tactics 
that produced right-to- 
choice on abortion are being 
repeated to enact the right- 


to-die laws now. 

In 1976, California gained the dubious distinction of 
being the first state to enact a “‘living will’’ law. Now on 
the books in 35 states, these laws are considered by many 
to be the softening step authorizing passive euthanasia. 

In 1986, the National Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws proposed a ‘‘Uniform Rights on the 
Terminally Ill Act.’’ This would eliminate disparities 
among state laws on withholding and withdrawing life- 
sustaining treatment. 

The National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities issued a position 
statement in June of 1986 on the aforementioned act. 
“We absolutely reject euthanasia, by which we mean an 
act or an omission which of itself or by intention causes 
death,’’ the statement read. 

It clarified that the committee had neither endorsed nor 
encouraged the living will legislation due to numerous 
concerns. The committee found that the act posed serious 
problems, one of which appeared to relate directly to the 
assisted suicide at Mercy Hospital. This was the 
ambiguity of key terms in the act’s ‘‘definitions’’ section. 

“For example,’’ the statement suggested, ‘‘the act 
could be read as authorizing withdrawal of life-sustaining 


treatment in cases where the patient could live a long time © 


with treatment but will die quickly without it. Patients 
who have an incurable or irreversible disabling condition 
might be seen as falling within this broader scope.”’ 
The most recent move toward active euthanasia has 
been presented in a model bill called ‘“The Humane and 


Dignified Death Act,’’ published in January of 1986 by 


the Hemlock Society. 

The society’s founder and director, Derek Humphry, 
announced the group would start in California, Arizona 
and Florida, three states with large elderly populations. In 
California, the Society for the Alleviation of Human 


i _ Suffering is backed by the Hemlock Society and is trying 


to raise money for a bill to legalize assisted suicide. They 
plan to bypass the legislature by getting signatures 
through the initiative process and putting it on the ballot. 

The gray areas involved in the so-called ‘‘death with 
dignity’’ bills make it an easy sell to many people who fear 
prolonged suffering or becoming what they define as a 


burden. : 
In 1986, Richard Doerflinger published an excellent 


article entitled, ‘‘Euthanasia: Gaining Ground?’’ 
According to Doerflinger, Humphry’s group anticipates 
opposition from the Catholic Church, and is training 
ministers of various other faiths to counter all religious 
arguments against euthanasia. 

Has Mercy Hospital been chosen as a testing ground to 
see if the Catholic Church would hold strong to its 
teachings? 

Richard Grondin was not dying, he was depressed. 
What does this say to the many young people in our 
society today who go through periods of depressions? Are 
we saying suicide is an accepted way out and you can go 
to a Catholic hospital for assistance? Grondin’s case was 
sad, and he needed special care and support, but as the 
saying goes, ‘‘Sad cases make poor laws.”’ 

Richard’s brother, Daniel, was quoted in The San Diego 
Union as saying, ‘‘I don’t think they did enough to talk 
him out of it. Everything was rush, rush, rush; Richard 
wanted to do it now. They made it too damn easy for 
him.”’ 

The Pope John XXIII Medical-Moral Research and 
Education Center had its annual workshop for bishops 
recently in Dallas. One of the speakers was Dr. Mark 


Siegler from the University of Chicago. He stated that 


efforts should be rechanneled from demonstrating that 

some patients’ quality of life is too poor to justify the 

“‘burdens’’ of continued life, toward the challenge of 

finding better ways to improve the comfort and quality of 
life for such patients.

It’s the Mary month of May 


By long-standing tradition, May is the month of Mary, 
and popular devotion is very active on this subject.

Joseph the Worker, and ending the month with the Feast 
of the Visitation on May 31. 

St. Joseph always presents the scriptural appearance of 
a strong, silent man who was a devout Jew, God-fearing 
and just. His was the image of the Divine Providence who 
took care of Jesus and Mary during the hidden life. 

As Joseph looked back on the hectic days of the 
Annunciation, the Nativity, the flight into Egypt and the 
move to Nazareth, did he sometimes smile and wonder, 
““How peaceful my life was before she entered into it!”’ 

Even a casual reading of the New Testament will prove 
how central a role Mary played in the drama of our 
salvation. St. Bernard pictures her at the moment of the 
Annunciation, where it all began. 

He sees her pondering the question, asking for 
information and deciding. It was as if all of the heavenly 
court held its breath, waiting, waiting. Bernard writes 
that the angels and archangels beg her to say ‘‘Yes.”’ 

The long line of priests, patriarchs, kings and holy men 
and women of the Old Testament plead for her 
cooperation. 

And then her answer comes: ‘‘Fiat mihi secundum 
verbum tuum,”’ “‘Be it done unto me according to your 
word!’ She could have said, ‘‘No,’’ or ‘‘Not yet,’ or 
“Jet me talk to Anna, or Joachim or Joseph.’’ If she had 
said, “‘No,”’ would we still be waiting for the Messiah and 
our redemption? 

She had free will and a mind of her own, so she could 
have refused. It’s within the realm of possibility. Or of 
speculation. Because her will was so completely in tune 
with the Will of God, she wouldn’t even have considered a 
negative. 


She simply asked for information and immediately 
agreed. At that moment, Christ became incarnate. It was 
the fullness of time when Christ was to be born of a 
woman, born under the Law to free us all. 

And what a woman God chose to be his mother. As she 
was inspired by the Holy Spirit to prophesy, ‘‘All 
generations will call me blessed!’’ We have delighted in 
giving her that title through the centuries in so many 
ways: Blessed Virgin, Blessed Mother, Blessed Mary. 


At the Visitation, she and St. Elizabeth exchanged 
praises based on the Old Testament hope for a Messiah. 
Mary’s ‘‘Magnificat,’’ proclaimed on that occasion, is 
not so much an original song as a testimony to the 
promises that were being fulfilled by God, through these 
two women. 

These were the promises made to King David, that one 
of his heirs would be King forever, the agreements made 
with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob that he would deliver 
them from all their enemies and grant them mercy. 


Those great men could not have known how literally 
God would fulfill his promises, that Emmanuel was not 
only a name that means ‘‘God is with us,’”’ but that, in 
Christ, God actually is with us. 

No wonder Mary cries out at the beginning of the 
Visitation, ‘“My very being proclaims the greatness of the 
Lord, my spirit finds joy in God my Savior!”’

Sin, suffering are secondary 


In an earlier essay, we discussed the difficulty the 
disciples of Jesus had in believing he had risen from the 
dead. In that context, we observed that the Bible is 
devoted to life, that God and God’s kingdom are meant 
for the living. 

God does not seek the death of sinners, but the life of 
sinners, and that concept apparently proved troublesome 
for the disciples. 

Indeed, it has tested Christian theologians ever since. 

‘‘Sin’’ is the key word, not only because sin is an 
obstacle to God’s saving will, but because the 
preoccupation with sin in theology and religious practice 
has been an obstacle to understanding God’s will for us 
and the world. 

Too often, Christian theology has started with sin in its 
explanation of Jesus, his life, his death, and even his 
resurrection. 

It is not that sin is unimportant. But sin is not all that 
important. It should not be the starting point, or the 
central point, in our understanding of God, Jesus and the 
gift of salvation. 

Why must it not be the starting point? Because God is. 
To allow anything to obscure this fact is simply wrong. It 
is legitimate to say Christ came to forgive our sins and 
forgive us sinners. But this is a secondary consideration. 
What is the primary consideration? John’s gospel puts it 
well: ‘‘For God sent his son into the world. . . so that the 
world might be saved through him.’’ 

The next question is obvious. What is salvation? Too 
often “‘salvation’’ is confused with ‘‘redemption,’’ and 
“redemption from sin.’’ Actually, salvation begins with 
communion with God. Salvation begins with creation, 
when God gives the world the gift of life and being. 

According to Genesis, this gift of life is already 
communion of God with man and.man with God. This is 
salvation. If, later on, human beings sin, then salvation 
involves forgiveness of this sin. But we must always keep 
in mind that sin is forgiven only so that the communion 


between God and man may continue. 

It is certainly all right to speak of Jesus as the Forgiver 
of Sin, because truly he is. But he serves this role because 
he is, first and foremost, the Giver of Life. Again, John 
speaks of Jesus this way: 

“Through him, all things came to be, not one thing 
had its being but through him. All that came to be had life 
in him. This Word was coming into the world. He was in 
the world that had its being through him.”’ 

In other words, Jesus is also the Friend of Sinners 
(Matthew 11:19) and the Forgiver of Sinners. 

But Jesus did not concentrate on sin. At the beginning 
of Luke, he illustrates his attitude. Jesus has just enabled 
some men to catch a great number of fish. One of them, 
Simon, falls at the feet of Jesus and says, ‘‘Leave me, 
Lord; I am a sinful man.’’ Jesus’ response is interesting. 
He pays no attention to Simon’s confession at all, neither 
denying nor confirming it. He simply ignores it. He only 
says, ‘‘Do not be afraid; from now on, it is men that you 
will catch.’’ (Luke 5:1-11). 

In a sense, then, Jesus is not really concerned with sin, 
not even with its forgiveness. What he is concerned about 
is the proclamation of the Good News of God, and God’s 
plan for the world. 

God wants the world to be in communion with him. 
After all, we are in God’s image and likeness. 

Perhaps if the first disciples and we ourselves were to 
concentrate on this, and not our sins, we would all be 
more able to accept, appreciate and enjoy the 
resurrection, the manifestation of God’s desire that we 
should live and thrive, not just for today but forever.

Bishop urges review of procedures

HELENA, Mont...— Current 
vocations screening processes appear to

recruitment but said priests are needed 
for “‘the living church today as we 
experience it . . . not a church of a 
distant future.’’ ; 

Priests are needed who are committed 
to celibate priesthood and to ‘‘the 
framework of the hierarchical .church 
order which is not going to change,’’ he 


‘said in his pastoral. 


Bishop ‘Curtiss sent copies of his 
diocesan pastoral letter to the each of the 
nation’s bishops. 

In an accompanying letter, he urged 
them to take more control of the screening 
process and get directly involved in the 
selection. of candidates and - decisions 
about their formation program. 

Bishop Curtiss said he was 
‘“increasingly concerned’’ about trends 
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he sees in diocesan direction and 
screening of vocations. 


In Washington, Father Robert Sherry, 
director of the priestly formation office of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, said Bishop Curtiss’ emphasis 


‘on the responsibility of bishops for 


vocations reflected discussions emerging 
at and since the special meeting on 
vocations which the nation’s bishops held 
last year in Collegeville, Minn. 


He praised the bishop’s emphasis on 
vocations recruitment;saying that from 
severalparts of the country recently he 
has heard pleas for diocesan programs to 
stress recruitment rather than a more 
vague ‘‘vocations awareness.”’

PHOENIX — Most priests and nuns 
of the Phoenix diocese said they would 
choose the samé vocation again if they 
could live their lives over, according to a 
survey in The Catholic Sun. 

Both priests and nuns placed liturgy 
changes high among the best things that 
have happened in the church since the 
Second Vatican Council. 

Many nuns mentioned the greater 
freedom of women Religious as one of the 
most outstanding changes in the modern 
church. At the same time, lack of equality 
or respect for women in the church was 
the problem they cited most frequently. 

Of the 97 priests and 107 nuns who 
completed a survey prepared by the 


newspaper, only one priest said he 
definitely would -choose a_ different 
vocation. 


Small numbers in each group said they 
were not sure if they would choose the 
same vocation, but the vast majority — 
84 percent of the priests and 93 percent of 
the nuns — said they would definitely 
make the same decision again. 

The survey was sent to all priests and 
nuns in the diocese. Thirty-one percent of 
the priests and 39 percent of the nuns 
responded. The results were published in 
a series of articles in March and April. 

Nuns seemed to indicate a greater 
overall satisfaction with the church than 
did priests. 

Fifty-seven percent of the priests said 
lack of morale was a serious problem, 
while only 10 percent of the Sisters 
complained about morale. 


Among the priests, 56 percent cited 
loneliness. as' a serious problem; while 
only 22 percent of the nuns listed 
loneliness as a serious problem. 

The hypothetical prospect of marriage 

appealed to two-thirds of the priests -and 
one-third of the nuns. 
- Difficulties “over: career limits ~ and 
Vatican rules were the only areas in which 
nuns indicated significantly greater 
frustration than the men. 


Responses varied greatly when the 
priests and nuns were asked to write out 
what they considered the most significant 
positive or negative changes in the church 
since they entered the religious life. 

Some priests and nuns cited diversity, 
confusion and lack of respect for church 
authority as major negative changes, 
while others thought the main negative 
today is Rome’s attempt to impose more 
discipline and uniformity. 
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Relationships 
focus of young 
adult gathering

EL CAJON — An all-day event celebrating the 
diversity of young adults drew some 150 participants to 
Our Lady of Grace parish last Saturday. 

Sponsored by the diocesan Office of Youth and Young 
Adult Ministries, the day’s theme was ‘‘Connections.”’ 


' Speakers focused on the difficulty of maintaining 


connections with others while living in an unconnected 
society. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher opened the conference by asking 
the young adults, whose ages ranged from 18 to 35, to 
reflect_on how they are connected with Christ. ‘“Make 
sure there are no barriers to God’s word in your lives,’’ he 
said. 

Christ was a great teacher, organizer and miracle 
worker, he said. ‘‘He is a living, resurrected power in our 
lives.’” 


Keynote speaker Bob Bartlett, director of youth 
ministries for the Diocese of Peoria, Hl., then focused on 
the day’s theme, noting ways in which U.S. society is 
unconnected. 

‘‘Are we connected with the earth?’ he asked. ‘“The 


‘Indians were connected to earth.’’ In destroying the 


Indians, the United States lost something. 


This country has moved from an agricultural society to 
an industrial one, he said, noting that ‘‘agricultural 
people care for the earth.”’ 

Bartlett wondered what kind of an attitude toward the 


earth is displayed by people who litter. ‘‘What’s their 
attitude about other people? What’s sacred to them?”’ 


““We’re sacred. We have tabernacles inside of us,’’ he 


_ said.’ 


‘‘Our connections with others have changed,”’ he said. 
In today’s society, relationships between neighbors are 


_ not as personal as they were in the past. 


‘‘We’ve created many wonderful things to make life 
easier, such as VCRs,”’ he said. Although there is nothing 
wrong with such devices, Bartlett wondered if such items 


| make for a more disconnected society. 


“‘We’re ‘privatistic’ about our stuff. This can isolate us 


| and keep us away from others,’’ he said, adding that he 
_ does not live with guard dogs and fences. 


If the gap between rich and poor continues to grow, the 


| poor will have to depend more and more on each other, he 
| said. 


“Christ took all the elements of society — including 


_ prostitutes and lepers — and tried to connect them,’’ he 


said.

Although today’s society is disconnected, Bartlett said 
he sees hope for the future. ‘‘We have to reach out to 
others and touch and connect.”’ 

‘*If you’re a Christian and you want to be connected, 
you have to risk. Sometimes you’re going to get burned 
and it will be painful. You pay a price to be connected,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Christ didn’t promise it would be easy, but 
redemptive. We need people to make it in life.”’ 

Following Bartlett’s general assembly address, 
participants attended two of seven workshops offered. 

Workshop topics included ‘‘Global Issues: Connecting 
Our Minds and Our Hearts’’; ‘‘Personal Prayer: Getting 
It Together’’; and ‘“The Human Power of Forgiveness.”’ 

About 40 people attended Father Edward Kaicher’s 
talk on ‘‘Sexuality: A Call to Wholeness.”’ He is director 
of the Office of Youth and Young Adult Ministries. 

Following remarks on his own sexual journey, in which 
he noted that his ‘‘life has been a process of discovery, 
rediscovery and integration,’’ Father Kaicher cited 
several biblical references dealing with human sexuality. 

Scriptural passages: state that people should be 
compassionate with themselves and others when 
discovering their human sexuality, and that individuals 
should have a healthy, but not narcissistic understanding 
of the body, he said. 

People need to break out of the mentality that the Bible 
labels as sinful everything dealing with human sexuality, 
he noted. Balance needs to be achieved. i

one rosary broadcast to be televised here June 6

VATICAN CITY — A worldwide 
rosary broadcast led by Pope John Paul 
II will be televised June 6 by at least 90 
local stations in the United States, the 
Vatican’s top communications official 
said. 

In San Diego, KFMB Channel 8 will 
carry the broadcast at 9 a.m. 

The rosary recital, on the eve of the 
start of a special year of devotions to 
Mary, is expected to reach the 50 largest 
U.S. population centers, said U.S. 
Archbishop John Foley, president of the 
Pontifical Commission for Social 
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While none of the major U.S. 
networks picked up the program, most 
of the local stations that did are network 
affiliates, Archbishop Foley said April 
30. Most of the stations have donated 
the time for the broadcast, and some 
have made arrangements for tie-ins with 
local church ceremonies, he said. 

The rosary will be led by the pope 
from the Basilica of St. Mary Major in 
Rome, believed to be the oldest church 
dedicated to Mary. A _ London 
transmission center will link the pope’s 
recital with responses from 17 Marian 
sanctuaries throughout the world. 

‘*As far as I know, it’s the first time a 
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pope will have prayed with this kind of 
international participation,’’ 
Archbishop Foley said. The hourlong 
broadcast will begin at 6 p.m. Rome 
time (noon EDT). 

Poland’s state-run television was 
among those expected to broadcast the 
program, Archbishop Foley said. The 
pope is scheduled to visit Poland June 
8-14. 

In the United States, he said, the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception in Washington is expected 
to be filled for the event. Other shrines 
connected by satellite are in Fatima, 
Portugal; Lourdes, France; Knock, 
Ireland; Czestochowa, Poland; Cap-de- 
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Mexico; Aparecida, Brazil; Lujan, 
Argentina; Caacupe, Paraguay; 
Manila, Philippines; Bombay, India; 
Dakar, Senegal; Mariazell, Austria; and 
a site in Bavaria. 

Coordinating the worldwide telecast 
will be Global Media Ltd., based in 
Marina del Rey, Calif. Dan Fendel, 
spokesman for Global Media, said the 
broadcast, called ‘‘Prayer for World 
Peace,’’ will require the use of 18 
satellites. 

The producer and director of the 
program will be Global Media president 
Tony Verna, who in 1985 orchestrated

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Priest lobbies for tuition tax credits

ALCALA PARK — Pending state and 
federal legislation would benefit private 
and parochial school students and their 
taxpaying parents if approved. 

A bill that would provide parents with a 
state income tax credit for elementary and 
secondary educational expenses is now 
being considered by an Assembly 
committee in Sacramento, said Father 
Stephen McCall, diocesan vicar for 
education. 

Assembly Bill 346 would provide tax 
credits for out-of-pocket expenses 
incurred by parents of students in private 
and public schools, Father McCall 
explained. Up to 50 percent of these 
educational costs, not to exceed $1,000, 
could be deducted. 

Although parochial school parents 
would benefit most from this bill because 
they could deduct tuition expenses, 
Father McCall said public school parents 
would be able to write off the cost of items 
such as sports uniforms and equipment. 

Proposed by Assemblyman Tom 
McClintock of Thousand Oaks, AB 346 
will be reviewed by the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee at a special hearing 
May 11 in Sacramento. 

Father McCall noted that committee 
members have received many letters from 
constituents favoring the legislation. Over 
100 parent groups associated with 
parochial schools have voiced support of 
the bill. 

The vicar for education-was part of a 
two-man team from California that 
visited legislators in the nation’s capital in 
March to lobby for an increase in Chapter 
1 remedial education funding for 
parochial school students. 

Father McCall and Joseph McElligot, 
California Catholic Conference (CCC)

education division director, spoke with 
several California congressmen to 
petition ‘‘for more funds to cover the cost 
of delivering equitable services to 
sectarian schools in the aftermath of the 
Aguilar-Felton decision,’’ Father McCall 
said. 

In that ruling, the U.S. Supreme Court 
judged that federal instructional services 
could not be provided in sectarian school 
buildings. 

Currently, Chapter 1 funds budgeted 
for private schools are being used to pay 
for delivery systems such as buses that 
have been converted into classrooms, 
Father McCall said. ‘‘Not enough is left 
over for the children’s educational 
services.” 

The United States Catholic Conference 
seeks an additional $30 million annually 
to cover these delivery costs for private 
schools nationwide, he said. 


Father McCall said he and McElligot 
also spoke with officials in the U.S. 
Department of Education and with 
Senator Alan Cranston’s staff regarding 
the lack of participation by California 
parochial school children in federal 
Bilingual Education Act programs 
operated by local public school districts. 

Bilingual program grants are given on 
a competitive basis, he said: Federal law 
requires that local school districts reach 
out to the private school sector when 
planning these programs. 


However, many school districts in 
California have not sought input from 
private school personnel when planning 
their bilingual programs, he said. 

Private schools must then fit their 
courses into the public school system’s 
plan if they wish to receive funds from this 
program that is designed to assist students 
with limited English proficiency, Father 
McCall said.

This modern ‘‘Dr. Sweitzer’ is known as Dr. Fan, a medical 
missionary with the Camillians in Taiwan. His real name is Dr. 
John Janez, born in Yugoslavia (like Mother Theresa) and who 
decided to be a missionary doctor in China rather than having a 
comfortable practice in Buenos Aires, Argentina, where he 


He was expelled from China in 1952 and moved to Formosa 
where he struggled to develop a missionary health center. He 
started with a modest shack and 12 beds. 


Under Dr. Fan’s inspiration and dedication the center has 
grown to St. Mary’s hospital with 600 beds, handling 1,500 


Dr. Janez is celibate. He never returned to Yugoslavia, nor 
set foot outside Taiwan. He has no rest, works 365 days a year, 
24 hours a day, according to colleagues. How, when and how 
much he sleeps is unknown. He takes all his meals alone in his 
room, near the phone, ready for every call. An impossible pace, 
but one which proves his great love for the sick. 


This great missionary doctor shuns publicity. He works only 
‘for God to see. Won’t you support him?

Vatican, Poland may 
establish full relations 


VATICAN CITY — The Vatican and 
Poland are likely to establish full 
diplomatic relations soon, possibly just 
after Pope John Paul II’s visit to the 
country in June, Vatican sources said. 
The sources said the move could be made 
despite ongoing church-state differences 
in Poland, in particular over the legal 
status of the church and its agencies. The 
sources, who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity, said evidence of improved 
Vatican-Polish relations were to be found 
in the April 21-28 talks between 
Archbishop Achille Silvestrini, a top 
Vatican diplomat, and government and 
church officials in Poland.

Parish school students earn science fair honors

SAN DIEGO — Fifteen students from 
nine parish elementary schools received 
awards in the junior division of the 33rd 
Annual Greater San Diego Science and 
Engineering Fair. 

Kelly O’Neill, an eighth-grade student 
at Holy Family School, earned a first 
place award in engineering/electronics for 
her project, ‘“‘Are Flame-Retardant 
Fabrics Safe?”’ 


O’Neill used 10 fabrics, some flame 
retardant and some not, in her 
experiment. She washed some of these 
fabrics 10° times’ and others~ 50 times 
before igniting them with a lighter, she 
said. 

She concluded that the fabrics labeled 
flame retardant generally took longer to 
ignite and burned for less time than non- 
flame proof items, she said. 


O’Neill’s project will be entered in the 
state science fair finals to be held May 21 
at the Museum of Science and Industry in 
Los Angeles. 


Raymund Schleicher, a seventh-grade 
student at St. Charles Borromeo School, 
also received a first place award for his 


project, ‘‘Determining the Most 
Aerodynamic Shape,’”’ in the physics 
category. 


Schleicher used a wind tunnel he had

constructed to test the drag force of five 
different shapes, he said. 

Following his testing, he discovered 
that his hypothesis had been incorrect, he 
said. While he thought a long teardrop 
shape would have the least drag, the 
smaller teardrop actually performed 
better. 

It took him more than three months to 
complete his experiment, he said, adding 
that his grandfather, who had worked in 
the aerodynamics field, assisted him. 

Two other St. Charles Borromeo 
students also received awards. 

Seventh grader Katie Pratt earned a 
second-place ribbon for her social 
science/human -psychology project, “‘Is 
Adolescent Opinion Affected by 
Geographical Location?”’ 

Margaret Shnorhavorian, an eighth 
grader, received a third-place award in 
medical science for her experiment, 
“Loss of Sight and Hearing Acuity: Is 
There a Connection?’’ She also was given 
a special recognition certificate from the 
San Diego County Optometric Society for 
her work. 

St. Vincent de Paul School eighth 
grader Bridget Bowler earned a third 
place award in chemistry/biochemistry 
for her project, ‘‘Is an Acid and Humid 
Atmosphere Really Corrosive to Metal?”’ 

Her work also received a_ special 
recognition award from the National 
Association of Corrosion Engineers.

Las exigencias de la dignidad humana y la opcidén 
preferencial por los pobres, nos compelen a enfrentar esta 
realidad con sentido de urgente. 

Como pastores hemos visto, en contacto directo, los 
rostros de la pobreza en nuestro ambiente. Gentes sin 
amparo, vestidas de andrajos, vagan por las calles de las 
ciudades y duermen sus noches en portales o sobre las 
rejas de tren subterrdneo. 

Muchos de ellos son enfermos mentales desalojados de 
los hospitales del estado. Millones de nifios se hallan tan 
pobremente nutridos, que su desarrollo ffsico y mental se 
halla seriamente amenzado. 


Los tltimos 20 afios han sido testigos de un dramatico 
aumento en el nimero de mujeres empobrecidas. Esto 
incluye a madres que crian hijos solas, como también a 
esposas con utilidades miseras a consecuencia del 
divorcio, de la viudez o del retiro. 

Entre los negros hay tres veces mas posibilidad de 
pobreza que entre los blancos. Mientras uno de cada 
nueve blancos estadounidenses es pobre, lo es uno de cada 
tres negros 0 nativos americanos, y mds de uno de cada 
cuatro hispanos. 

Pese a los avances alcanzados respeto a la igualdad 
racial, los prejuicios y la discriminacién hoy, como 
también los efectos de la antigua discriminacién, 
contintian excluyendo del cauce principal de la vida 
estadounidense a muchos miembros de las minorias 
raciales. 

Deseamos ahora proponer algunos elementos que 
creemos necesarios para una estrategia nacional a fin de 
trabajar contra la pobreza. 

e La primera linea de ataque contra ella debe ser 
construir y mantener una sana economia que provea 
oportunidades de empleo con justo salario a todos los 
adultos capaces de trabajar. 

e Deben emprenderse acciones vigorosas, a fin de 


remover las barreras para un completo e igualitario 
empleo de las mujeres y las minorias. 

¢ Deben alentarse entre los pobres los esfuerzos por la 
propia superacién. 

e El sistema de impuestos debe evaluarse 
contf{nuamente, segtin su impacto sobre los pobres. 

e Toda la sociedad tiene que hacer un compromiso 
muy serio para la educacidn de los pobres. Nosotros, 
prometemos continuar la lucha por hacer de las escuelas 
catdlicas modelos de educacidn para el pobre. 

¢ La polizas y programas, a todos los niveles, deben 
apoyar el fortalecimiento y la estabilidad de las familias; 
especialmente de aquellas adversamente afectadas por la 
economia. 

e Debe emprenderse una completa reforma de los 
pogramas nacionales de Bienestar (Welfare) y de apoyo a 
las utilidades. 

Alimentos y agricultura: Estamos preocupados 
porque el sistema nacional de alimentos podria hallarse 
amenazado, ya que el cuantioso aumento en quiebras 
econémicas y en exclusidn de redenciones hipotecarias 
producirfa una concentracidn creciente (en pocas manos) 
de la propiedad de tierras. 

También nos preocupa el desbordado desgaste de los 
recursos naturales, que resulta de muchas modernas 
prdcticas agricolas: el superconsumo de agua, el 
empobrecimiento del suelo, la polucién de la tierra y del 
agua. 

Finalmente nos inquieta la severa realidad del hambre 
mundial, a pesar de los sobrantes alimenticios. Nuestra 
sistema de produccién alimentaria claramente necesita 
evaluacién y reforma. 


Hay un genuino valor econémico y social en mantener 
una amplia distribucién de la posesién de propiedad 
productiva. La democratizacidén de la toma de decisiones 
y del control de la tierra, que resulta de la amplia 
distribuci6n de la propiedad agricola, es una proteccién 
contra la concentracién del poder.

Father Roberts: Trust when you don’t know why

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘We must get hooked on Jesus’’ in 
order to grow in faith and trust, Father Kenneth 
Roberts said at the charismatic conference in his talk 
on developing trust in God. 

The priest, a native of England, ministers to youth 
and is a television evangelist on ‘‘Heart of the Nation,’ 
a syndicated program that originates in Los Angeles. 
He has authored several books, including his auto- 
biography, ‘‘Playboy to Priest.’’ 

Father Roberts illustated the virtue of trust with 
examples, such as ‘‘falling back and letting God catch 
us’’ and letting go of sources of security like money 
and power. oo 

Having a personal relationship with Jesus is essential 
for trust, he emphasized. ‘‘Christians who are addicted 
to Jesus begin the day by praising him ... and can’t go 
an hour without talking to him.”’ 

_ The speaker said that before a person can learn to 


trust, he must experience the meaning of Psalm 22, _ 


‘‘My God, my God, why have you forsaken me ...?”’ 


This means enduring ‘‘a period of dying and trusting 
_during times of trial when we don’t feel close to God.”’ - 


Father Roberts also urged his listeners to trust that 


‘their prayers will be answered. 


He compared his mother’s perseverance in prayer to 
that of St. Monica who prayed for her son Augustine 
for 30 years. The evangelist attributed changing his life 
from playboy to priest to his mother who prayed for 
him 29 years. ; 

As a seminarian in Rome, his faith in prayer was 
also tested. He prayed for six years that his mother 
would live until he was ordained. She died a few days 
before his ordination in 1966. _ 

Although he was initially filled with anger, the 
occurrence enabled him to identify with Psalm 22. 
‘‘When you don’t know why, you trust,’’ he said. — 

‘Christ felt rejection on the cross and identified with 
every loss and pain’’ that has ever been experienced. 

After hearing of the death of the seminarian’s 
mother, Pope Paul VI consoled him. ‘‘God must have 
a special ministry for you, to give you that cross,’’ the 
pontiff told him. 

Father Roberts also emphasized the importance of 


trusting the Catholic Church to interpret Scripture and 


lead its members to salvation. ‘‘We must believe in the 


equipment (the church) Christ has given us to get to 
heaven.”’ 

In an interview he distinguished among three levels 
of church teaching. 

Catholics must believe the teachings of church 
councils and statements of popes when they speak 
infallibly. However, popes have made _ infallible 
pronouncements only twice during the past two 
centuries, he said. 

Catholics must obey, but are not bound to believe 
the teachings of the magisterium, he continued. They 
can choose to believe theological opinions, which 
comprise 90 percent of current discussions relating to 
religion. oS 

' Father Roberts warned against reading the Bible 
with a fundamentalist mentality. Many terms central 
to Catholic belief are not found in Scripture, he said, 
including Mass, sacraments, Trinity, and the 
Immaculate Conception. 

_ Worshipping the content in Scripture is another 
danger — a form of idolatry he called ‘‘bibliolatry.”’ 


: Love is basis for trust

psychologist Erik Erikson. 

The intensity of love received during 
this time determines the degree to which 
people are able to trust themselves, others 
and God in later years, Fabricant said. 

She illustrated this concept with 
research conducted over 70 years ago. It 
found that most orphans in the United 
States and European countries at that 
time died before they reached 2 years of 

age. 

A children’s hospital in Dusseldorf, 
Germany, was an exception to this 
statistic. Care for the orphans in this 
facility differed from other institutions in 
only one respect — the children received 
a few minutes of love each day from an 
unkempt-looking women nicknamed 
‘fold Ana.”’ 

As a result of this observation, women 
were recruited to spend time holding 
babies in U.S. hospitals. 

The quality, not the quantity of love 
that babies receive is decisive in their 
development of trust, Fabricant stressed. 

A child has no separate sense of identity 
at this age. ‘‘His needs for food and love 

““must be exressed through touch,’’ she 
continued. ‘‘If a child’s needs are not 
met, he will blame himself’’ and doubt his 
sense of worth. ‘‘Feeling abandoned 
during those first two years can cause 
feelings of depression throughout life. 

__ The speaker cited a hospital in Bogota, 

“Colombia, which reduced its mortality 
rate of premature babies from 60 to 6 
percent. They were placed inside their 
mother’s clothing for the first few months 
after birth. ‘‘Touch saved their lives,’’ 
‘she said. 

Fabricant also emphasized the need for 
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people to receive touch throughout their 
lives in order to build trusting attitudes, 
which are the foundation for hope. ‘‘We 
need four hugs a day for survival, eight 
for maintenance and 12 for growth.”’ 

Emotional wounds ‘‘distance people 
from God’’ by giving them a false image 
of the Creator. This limits their capacity 
to receive his gifts, she explained in an 
interview. ‘‘They must heal their image 
of God’’ and thus remove the barriers 
that block the flow of his blessings into 
their lives. That healing brings hope in 
themselves and in God. 


Fabricant said that trust builds a bridge 
to contemplative prayer, in which ‘‘we 
find the image of God in the depths of our 
being.’’ In contemplation ‘‘we rest and 
trust God that we will receive without 
pleading.”’ ‘ 

Father Matthew Linn said that 
emotional wounds are inevitable during 
childhood. They begin in the womb when 
the child is affected by his mother’s 
negative emotions. 

After birth, other hurts are added. 
Even the most attentive mothers cannot 
always respond to a child’s need for love. 
Neither can children ‘‘take in all the love 
that-is offered,’’ he said. 

The priest explained methods of 
healing those scars. ‘‘Deepen your 
positive memories ... take the love you 
have received into the hurts,’’ he said. 


Father Linn told of a Sister psychiatrist 
who used this approach to heal 
schizophrenic children she lives with. She 
puts them in a model of the stable of 
Bethlehem and places their hand into the 
hands: of Mary and Joseph. They thus 
‘‘take in a mother’s and father’s love,’’ he 
explained.
